SEC won't march 
for free education

The Students' Executive Council has rejected at a 
meeting held last night a proposal made by some of 
Quet>ec's French-speaking universities to stage a mass 
march on the Provincial Parliament in support of 'Gra- 
tuité Scolaire' — free univenity education. 

'The suggestion was put forth at a gathering of the 
leaders of all Quebec's universities held last Thursday. 
These leaders are supposed to meet again next Monday 
at which time they will announce the stands 
taken by their respective student bodies. 

Council, however, reiterated its stand on this 
tubject, stating that the "SEC approves the prin- 
ciple of Free University Education... but that 
when such a plan comes into effect, each insti- 
tution must retain its complete autonomy." 

To help attain this end, a motion was passed 
to drculate.a petition stating this principle 
among the student body. The hope was expressed 
that aU members of the Students' Society sign 
this petition. It will then ,l>e presented to the 
government

The right to vote 

The Progressive Conservative Students' 
Federation, at its recent convention in 
Ottawa, has gone on record as opposing 
the lowering of the voting age from 21 
to 18. 

It is surprising that students themselves, 
who hove led the fight for a lower voting 
age through CUS and the political clubs, 
should reverse their position so completely. 
Many student groups, in addition to the 
PC's, now seem to be having second thoughts 
about what was once a clear-cut and un- 
animous opinion. 

The main arguments against a voting age 
of 18 are, first that the legal age in many 
cases is still 21, and second, that many of 
this country's youth are too immature and 
irresponsible to vote wisely. 

Consider, however, that the 18 to 21 age 
group is probably better educated than the 

Friom iti^otMrTstde of the mountain: 
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adult" population, and that it Is quickly, 
assuming a full role In the country's affairs. 
Consider that. In addition, this group now 
has many legal rights and privileges (includ- 
Ing the power to vote In Québec, and the 
ability to serve In the armed forces), and 
will soon acquire more. Consider too that it 
has several special Interests and problems, 
such os.education, which are now controlled 
by governments In which It has no say. 

Naturally, It Is possible to find young 
people who neither know nor care about 
their country's affairs. But surely this Is not 
a problem unique to any one age group. 
Nor does the level of maturity or responsi- 
bility depend solely, or even primarily, on 
age. 

The right to vote Is one which a democratic 
society ought to extend to the greatest 
number of citizens who are capable of exer- 
cising it properly. We believe that the facts 
clearly demonstrate the 18 to 21 age group 



Meandering through the women's pages 
of a local newspaper recently, our eye was 
attracted by an Item proclaiming that Yves 
Saint Laurent, the leading Paris fashion 
designer, has "banished the bosom" for the 
coming season. 

This means, of course, that plunging neck- 
lines are definitely passé, and, as the 
article continued to explain, women will soon 
be wearing styles that reveal nothing below 
the neck or above the knee. 

We do not wish to take a stand one way 
or the other on what may- turn out to be 
a very touchy Issue. The women, whether or 
not they approve of Saint Laurent's creations, 
will wear them with the blind faith- they 
have adopted toward fashion since time im- 
memorial. The men, who may be counted 
on to oppose such a reactionary trend, yi\\\ 
not have any say in the matter, just as they 
never have had since women began to wear 
clothes. 

May we nevertheless commend M. Saint 
Laurent on his courage In taking this step. 
It has deemed to us that fashion designers 
must be subject to temptation of the severest 
kind, since they are capable of making 
women wear anything, no matter how in- 
appropriate or how indecent. We admire M. 
Saint Laurent for his ability to subordinate 
his appreciation for the less adorned female 
figure to the greater glory of his own 
creations.

less than a year ago the young F.L.Q. members started to moke news. The wave of terror- 
ism lasted about ten weeks, after which most of the young participants were put behind bars, 
following a Coroner's inquest frightening to those who still believe in fustice, and after non- 
existent trials. 



At tlic Court, during ttic in- 
terminable F.L.Q. sessions, you 
could sec ttiat tlic anger of cer- 
. tain extremists tiad reached its 
peak, and that these were pre- 
paring a completely illusory 
comeback. However, it now seems 
done, in spite of the predictions 
of refined observers who calculat- 
ed that the new terrorist w^vc 
would come next May. 

The recent exploits of a group 
of young people in search of 
excitement, no doubt strongly 
influenced by the revolutionary 
actions of the F.L.N, (in Algeria) 
and of the 26th July movement 
(Cuba), run the risk of spreading 
animosity between . Frcncli* - and . 
English-speaking Qucbecers. 

To attack an 'arsenal is fine. 
It is some kind of Hollywood 
story. Fidel Castro had goofed 
his first arsenal, and spent many 
years behind bars. Budding revo- 
lutionaries should remember this 
bit of history. Ideals are all very 
fine, but they are not worth 
rotting in jail for several years. 

This is just a practical reason, 
and the least argument we. can 
bring up. The true rebel, today, 
must be peaceful. 

An attack like last Thursday's 
could ultimately lead to civil war, 
and that is not a happy prospect 
There, could be nothing more 
regrettable than to ' see blood 
flowing in our streets, at the 
moment when good relations be- 
tween the two ethnic groups of 
Quebec are well on the way to 
producing concrete results. 

Our views in common should 
make us forget our differences, 
at least for a while. We must 



unite and fight with all our might 
against the subversive element 
which is now continuing the 
secret revolt in Quebec. It cannot 
but harm all of us. 

It's no good hiding from the 
facts. We will always be fighting 
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each other, whatever we do. 
Each group basically wants to 
dominate. But we can fight with- 
out violence. There Is no need 
to kill each other for the sake 
of an idea: the electorate is the 
sole Judge in this matter.

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President replies to 
Insurance Plan 
co^iplaints 

Dear Sir, 

I would appreciate the use of 
your editorial column to refute 
the allegations made concerning 
the Health and Accident Plan 
which is recommended by the 
Students' Executive Council to 
the students of McGill.' 

1. Every year, including this year, 
the plan is reviewed and sev- 
eral companies are called in to 
bid for the privilege of offer- 
ing their plan to McGill stu- 
dents. The plan is negotiated 
very carefully with these com- 
panies in order to incorporate 
the best possible coverage for 
all McGill students; indeed this 
plan was substantially changed 
two years ago in order to meet 
the most common needs of Mc> 
Gill students. Since it was ne- 
gotiated on a competitive basis 
and the Students' Executive 



Council felt that this was the 
best possible plan for all Mc. 
Gill students, they, and myself, 
were willing to endorse it. 

2, Furthermore, our experience 
with Health and Accident In- 
surance Plans extends over sev- 
eral years, and I would dispute 
that the majority of McGill 
students do not need the plan 
for the whole year. While It is 
true many of our students 
spend their summers abroad, 
nevertheless, the majority 
spend their summers either in 
the United States tr in Cana- 
da. Moreover, by applying to 
the Insurance Company it is 
possible to get this coverage 
extended for Europe as well. 

3. Application forms for this In- 
surance Plan were available for 
students when they registered 
at the Sir Arthur Currie Gym- 
nasium and in the Engineering 
Building, while most of the 
Freshman Class received the 
applications forms in the mail 
prior to their registration. Al- 
so, 22 posters with pockets con- 
taining blank application forms 
were posted throughout the 
major campus buildings before 
the first term began. Finally, 
tlicse applications were avail- 
able at the. Students' Executive 
Council Office in the Students' 



Union, and many students took 
advantage of this; indeed, over 
1,000 students enrolled in this 
Insurance Plan before Christ- 
mas, and less than 200 havo 
taken advantage of it since the 
January mailing. - 

4. The mailing which was dated 
January, 1064, was not the first 
offer of this Plan to McGill 
students, rather it was the last 
mailing, and was used only to 
supplement the Initial efforts 
of the Insurance Company. It 
is Uierefore unfair to say that 
students were purposely being 
deprived of three to four 
months of coverage during 
their most accident-prone pe- 
riods. 

5. It is the opinion of the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council that 
the policy should go into effect 
the 1st October rather than 
the 31st January for several 
reasons. First of all, by begin- 
ning it on January 31st Fresh- 
men students would be de- 
prived of coverage for the" first 
four months of the year. Also, 
our experience has proven to 
us that most students who are 
interested in Insurance are cer- 
tain to inquire as to what is 
available when they register 
and get organized for their aca- 
demic year. The fact that 1,000 
students availed themselves of 
this plan before.; Christmas is 
ample proof that many students 
Icnow of the Plan's existence. 

We havo negotiated this plan 
and allowed it to be offered to 
McGill students because in our 
opinion it is the best plan avail- 
able, considering all pertinent 
factors for the majority of McGill 
students. 

For those students who feel 
the coverage is- insufficient or 
who have any other problems 
concerning their Ihsurance cover* 
age,"I-;WOuId' lie' most happy to 
discuss the matter with them 
personally.
